PREFACE. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1959, 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  for  the  year  was  eighty  three,  an 
increase  of  twenty  on  the  figure  for  195^  and  an  increase  of  thirty  nine  on  the 
figure  for  1957.  The  birth  rate  expressed  as  per  thousand  population  was  higher 
in  the  Tregaron  district  last  year  that  in  England  and  Wales,  It  is  the  first  time 
this  has  happened  since  we  started  publishing  these  Annual  Reports,  Three  infants 
died  under  the  age  of  four  weeks  and  there  were  two  stillbirths.  No  mother  died  as 
a result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  seventy  nine  compared  to  ninety  six  the 
previous  year.  Thirteen  persons  died  of  cancer,  eight  from  vascular  lesion  of  the 
nervous  system  (stroke)  and  thirty  six  from  heart  disease. 

The  only  case  of  infectious  disease  notified,  during  the  year  was  one  case  of 
scarlet  fever.  There  were  three  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  two  persons  died  of 
this  disease, 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  will  be  found  in 
the  ensuing  pages.  The  portion  prepared  by  Mr.  B,  W,  James,  the  Council's  Public 
Health  Inspector  is  most  comprehensive  and  gives  an  indication  of  the  thoroughness 
with  vrhich  he  carried  out  his  duties. 
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Plans  were  prepared  during  the  year  for  the  building  of  bungalows  for  the 
aged  at  Tregaron,  Llanddewi  Brefi  and  Pontrhydfendigaid.  Two  Public  Conveniences 
were  completed  and  other  contemplated  and  schemes  are  being  prepared  for  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  to  serve  certain  villages  in  the  District.  I feel  that  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  I should  express  my  gratitude  to  you  as  members  of  the 
Tregaron  Rural  District  Council  and  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  for  the  great 
improvements  that  are  taking  place  and  contemplated  in  the  sphere  of  Public  Health,

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

These  provisions  are  essentially  the  sane  as  in  the  year  195^,  They  are 
briefly  as  follows 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the  local 
health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice 
from  their  own  medical  attendants* 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  is  held  at  Tregaron  once  a fortnight, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurse  who 
is  also  a State  Certified  Midwife, 

(d)  A health  visitor  is  resident  at  Pont  Llanio  and  her  area  covers  the  greater 
part  of  the  Rural  District. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse, 

(f)  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  local  health  authority  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and  partly 
by  the  person's  own  medical  attendant, 

(g)  No  ambulance  is,  at  present,  stationed  at  Tregaron,  The  district  is 
covered  by  the  Aberystwyth  and  Lampeter  stations  of  the  Ambulance  Service, 

(h)  Care  and  after-care  are  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse  and  of  the  health 
visitor.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the  Chest  Physician's 
health  visitor, 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally. 

(j)  The  town  of  Aberys ' wyth,  13  miles  distant  from  the  town  of  Tregaron  is 
the  centre  upon  which  the  principal  general  hospital  in  the  county,  the 
infectious  diseases'  hospital,  the  maternity  home  and  the  Medical  Research 
Co’incil's  /irea  Public  Health  Laboratory  are  based.

PREFACE 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1959. 

Although  the  high  interest  rate  continued  and  restricted  capital 
expenditure  the  Council  nevertheless  gave  consideration  to  providing  houses 
for  the  aged,  public  conveniences  and  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes. 

The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  this  progressive  outlook. 

The  growing  need  for  old  peoples  homes  resulted  in  the  Council  deciding 
to  build  bungalow— type  dwellings  at  Llanddewi  Brefi,  Tregaron  and  Pontrhydfendigaid, 
It  is  anticipated  that  draft  schemes  will  soon  be  available  and  that  building  may 
commence  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Council  continued  with  their  policy  of  providing  public  conveniences 
in  the  larger  villages.  The  now  public  conveniences  at  Station  Road,  Tregaron 
were  completed  and  new  conveniences  were  commenced  and  completed  at  Pontrhydfendigaid, 
It  was  also  decided  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  providing  new  public 
conveniences  at  Pontrhydygroes  and  Ysbyty  Ystwyth, 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  at 
Llanddewi  Brefi,  Tregaron,  Pontrhydfendigaid'^  Ysbyty  Ystwyth  and  Pontrhyc^ygroes, 

The  Council  considered  draft  schemes  for  Tregaron  and  Llanddewi  Brefi  and 
subsequently  asked  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  formal  schemes  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry  and  other  bodies.  The  Engineers  were  also  asked  to 
prepare  draft  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Pontrhydfendigaid  and  Pontrhydygroes 
with  Ysbyty  Ystw3rbh,  The  provision  of  such  scbones  in  the  near  future  is  obviously 
essential  and  although  progress  is  necessarily  slow  the  Co>incil  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  recent  developments. 

The  principal  matters  dealt  with  during  the  year  are  summarized  in  the 
following  report.

GENERAL  t ^Regular  visits  were  paid  to  slaughterhouses  and  butchers’  shops  for 
neat  inspection  purposes.  Food  vans,  shops  and  other  food  premises  were  also 
inspected.  One  vendor,  dealing  from  a van,  sold  fish  which  was  falsely  described 
as  hake”  and  legal  proceedings  were  subsequently  instituted.  This  matter  and  other 
aspects  of  the  inspection  of  food  are  summarized  below; - 

Ice  CreaP:  There  are  no  ice-cream  manufacturers  in  the  area  but  ten  premises  are 
registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

There  are  only  three  distributors  of  milk,  as  defined,  in  the  district,  one 
of  these  coming  from  an  adjoining  district.  There  are,  of  course,  a number  of  farmers 
registered  as  producers,  who  also  retail  milk. 

Unsound  _Food;  The  follo;d.ng  foodstuffs  were  found  on  inspection  to  be  unfit  for 
human  consumption  and  wero  voluntarily  surrondored  for  disposal;

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Bakehouses:  An  inspection  of  the  three  bakehouses  in  the  area  showed  that  improvements 

were  required  in  all  of  them.  One  was  provided,  with  hot  and  cold  water  and  generally 
brought  up  to  a satisfactory  standard;  the  occupiers  of  another  built  a new  bakehouse, 
the  old  one  nov;  being  unoccupied;  improvements  at  the  third  should  be  completed  early 

in  i960. 

Legal  Proceedings 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  - Misdescription  of  Fish. 

A Tregaron  housewife  purchased  fish  at  a van.  Although  she  had  asked  for 
hake  she  had  been  supplied  with  whiting,  and  the  price  paid  was  about  l/-d.  to  l/6d, 
a pound  greater  than  the  average  price  for  whiting.  The  fish  had  been  sold  by  a 
salesman  acting  on  behalf  of  the  owner  of  the  van  \>rho  operated  from  Milford  Haven. 

I interviewed  the  salesman,  who  admitted  that  the  fish  was  in  fact  whiting  and  not  hakoc 

The  sale  had,  therefore,  been  an  offence  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 
viz:  ”If  a person  sells  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  any  food  or  drug  which  is 

not  of  the  nature,  or  not  of  the  substance,  or  not  of  the  quality,  of  the  food  or  drug 

demanded  by  the  purchaser,  he  shall be  guilty  of  an  offence”. 

As  the  Cardiganshire  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  are 
responsible  for  administering  this  section,  I reported  the  matter  to  the  County 
Council’s  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Douglas  -Jones.  I 
subsequently  visited  Cardigan  and  Milford  Haven  with  Mr,  Jones  vrhere  v;e  interviewed 
both  the  owner  and  salesman  and  took  statements  from  them. 

Summonses  were  issued  against  both  owner  and  salesman  and  the  case  heard  at 

the  Tregaron  Court,  the  defendants  pleading  guilty  by  letter.  The  salesamn  was  fined 

£5  and  the  o\jfner  was  fined  £10  plus  costs, 

RODEHT  COmOL 

Rodent  control  is  carried  out  on  a part-time  basis  by  the  Council’s  foreman. 
There  were  no  serious  infestations  of  rats  or  mice  either  surveyed  or  reported  in  the 
district,  but  regular  visits  were  made  to  treat  the  Council  refuse  tips  and  a number 
of  private  premises,  mostly  houses,  were  treated. 

The  liinistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food’s  ”rat  destruction  contract 
ser\'’ice"  ceased  on  the  31st  March,  1959,  and  the  Council  was  advised  to  offer  a 
sim.ilar  service  to  farmers.  The  Council,  however,  resolved  not  to  make  available 
a cont->act  service,  a decision  which  I feel  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  Council’s  high 
Standards.  However,  upon  requests  from  farmers  and  others,  the  Council’s  normal 
rodent  control  service  is  available. 
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FACTORIES  ACTS. 


There  are  twenty  factories,  as  defined,  within  the  rural  district.  Ihis  is 
an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  Ilineteen  of  these  premises  were  "factories 
with  power  and  one  only  was  "a  factory  without  power”.  With  the  exception  of  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board's  Creamery  at  Pont  Llanio  these  factories  are  very  small. 

The  appendix  at  the  end  of  the  report  gives  statistics  relating  to  factories 
in  the  area. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  present  system  of  refuse  collection  whereby  the  Council  use  their  own 
reiuse  collection  lorry  and _ workraen  has  now  “boon  in  operation  long  enough  (since 
_pril,  1958)  to  prove  that  it  is  far  more  efficient  than  the  old  contract  system. 

efuse  IS  now  collected  weekly  in  all  the  larger  villages  and  fortnightly  in  the 
more  scattered  parts  of  the  district.  ^ ^

WATER  SUPPLIED 

Supplies;  The  South  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  public  water 
suppUes.  The  Teify  Pools  scheme's  initial  stages  are  well  advanced  and  will 
eventually  supply  water  to  most  of  the  South  of  the  County, 

^iyate  Supplies : (a)  Twelve  samples  of  water  from  private  sources  were  submitted 

for  analyses  and  the  results  reported  to  the  Council,  (b)  The  Divisional  Office  of 
the  Ministry  oi  Apiculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  at  Lsjapeter  have  submitted  results 
of  analpes  of  water  samples  taken  from  a number  of  farms,  and  the  Council  have 
agreec  to  the  use  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  at  twelve  farms.

Council  Houses;  The  total  number  of  Council  houses  remained  at  94>  but  further 
consideration  was  given  to  building  bungalows  for  aged  people  at  Llanddewi  Brefi, 
Tregaron  and  Pontrhydfendigaid,  and  the  Council  ma^  be  in  a position  to  commence 
building  in  I960, 

Maintenance  of  Council  Houses;  The  Council’s  maintenance  staff  consist  of  one 
maintenance  foreman  and  one  carpenter/painter.  The  painting  of  ten  houses  at 
Maesyderi,  Pontrhydygroes  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  a considerable  amount 
of  routine  maintenance  work  was  also  done. 

Private  Houses;-  Six  private  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  two  houses 
are  now  in  the  course  of  erection.
